Introductory 


T IE PUBLISHERS take pleasure in presenting herewith the Third 
Edition of Henderson’s Medicine Hat and Redcliff City Directory, com¬ 
prising the territory of the City proper and all adjoining subdivisions, suburbs 
and environs. 

The Advertising Department presents the names of corporations, firms and 
individuals who are making Medicine Hat and Redcliff City the great city that 
it is, and who are a power in the financial, industrial and commercial world 
of Western Canada. 

The Miscellaneous Section in the front part of the volume, containing 
up-to-date statistics and information, much of which is not to be found else¬ 
where in print. 

The value of the street section is not appreciated, perhaps, by some who 
desire to find a certain house on a street unfamiliar to them to the extent it 
should be. By application of the following example the location of any street 
number can be found expeditiously: Suppose 411 Fourth Street is wanted: 
refer to street section Fourth Street—glance down to 411, then to the nearest 
intersection to 411. It will be found that this number is three houses east of 
Fourth Avenue, between Fourth and Fifth Avenues. 

The Classified Directory contains a complete alphabetically arranged list of 
al larticles manufactured and sold in Medicine Hat and Redcliff City, which 
forms a most efficient wholesale and retail buyer’s guide. 

The Medicine Hat and Redcliff City Directory is placed in the Directory 
and Public Libraries throughout the United States and Canada, where it 
serves the public as a valuable book of reference and the city it represents 
as a splendid standing advertisement, for no other publication can convey 
such an idea of the city, its business interests and all the various institutions 
and organizations. Few people realize what splendid publicity this affords the 
City and its Industries. 

The Directory method of estimating population is to multiply the individual 
names the Directory contains by a common multiple. The figures given below 
are more in the nature of a calculation. A complete census only can give 
definite and accurate figures.

LOCATION 

Medicine Hat is beautifully situated on the banks of the Sas¬ 
katchewan River, and in the heart of the rich prairie country known 
as “Sunny Alberta.” 

The city possesses several special features which tend to make 
it a thriving and prosperous centre. On account of the cheap fuel 
obtained from its natural gas field, Medicine Hat boasts of being 
the chief manufacturing centre of the Western Provinces. It is 
located about midway between Calgary and Moose Jaw, and hence 
is the distributing centre for a large and rich area of country. The 
school system of the city is one of the very best. The health of the 
city is good, much credit for which is due to the excellent water 
system and to the fine climate of this part of Western Canada. 

NATURAL GAS 

The city’s greatest asset, its natural gas, immediately attracts 
the attention of the visitor, and the following questions come to his 
mind in regard to it: What is the compositipn of this gas? What is 
its origin, and of what use is it? 

Medicine Hat natural gas is noted for its purity. It is composed 
principally of methane, otherwise known as marsh gas, fire damp, 
or light carburetted hydrogen. In most localities of its occurrence, 
natural gas has 80 to 90 per cent, methane, the remainder of the 
gas being made up of heavier hydrocarbons and air constituents. 
In many cases the heavier hydrocarbons are capable of condensation 
as “natural gas gasoline.” Medicine Hat natural gas, however, con¬ 
tains 92 to 95 per cent, methane, and is known as a “dry gas,” having 
insufficient moisture or heavier hydrocarbons to cause any trouble 
in pipes from condensation and freezing. 

Methane is composed of the chemical elements, carbon and 
hydrogen, in proportions by weight of three of carbon to one of 
hydrogen. Hydrogen is our lightest known gas, and is noted for the 
heat of its flame. Next to pure hydrogen, methane has the highest 
power of all common gases. Householders find that at 13J4 cents 
per thousand cubic feet (the price charged in Medicine Hat) a house 
can be heated for less than half what is would cost to heat with 
anthracite coal at $7.00 per ton. Since manufacturers secure a rate 
of 5 cents to two cents per thousand cubic feet, it is little to be 
wondered that Medicine Hat is becoming the manufacturing centre 
of the West. 



HEAT, POWER AND ELECTRICITY 


The folloing rates for heat, light and power obtaining in Medi¬ 
cine Hat will enable one to judge of the practical value of the natural 


It is municipally owned, and is the only fuel used in the city 
for domestic use. The citizen is charged 13j4 cents per thousand 
cubic feet, while the rates for manufacturers are 2 to 5 cents per 
thousand cubic feet, according to the amount used. 

The gas, again, is used for the production of electric current in 
the city’s up-to-date power plant. This electric current for lighting 
and power is supplied at rates varying from 1 cent to 6 cents per 
kw. hr., according to the consumption. 

COAL DEPOSITS 

Within a few miles of the city limits are vast quantities of high 
grade lignite coal, which is being mined and distributed to the sur¬ 
rounding country at an exceptionally low cost to the consumer. 

RAILWAYS 

Medicine Hat is at the junction of the CANADIAN PACIFIC 
main' line with the Crow’s Nest Line, and has connection also with 
the Soo Line of the same system. One hundred train and engine 
crews operate from the city, and a pay roll upwards of $50,000 is 
distributed in the city each month. 

The manufacturing possibilites of Medicine Hat natural gas are 
exceptional, not only from a fuel standpoint, but also when we con¬ 
sider what can be made from the gas itself. Some interesting experi¬ 
ments have been conducted in the city, showing how carbon-black, 
chloroform and other products can be obtained from the gas. Owing 
to its purity, the gas can be used in manufacturing processes not 
possible in the majority of natural gas localities. 

The CANADIAN NORTHERN has the proposed line surveyed 
and purchased in the city and vicinity for its terminals, yards and 
shops. The GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC also has a surveyed route 
into the city, and both reads should have communication. 

A MANUFACTURING CENTRE

PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM 

The most remarkable feature of Medicine Hat’s development 
from town to city proportions is the way in which good and sufficient 
organization in every department of community life has kept pace 
with the rapid growth. 

A well chosen staff of teachers meets the educational require¬ 
ments of a progressive management. Those in charge of the more 
important departments of school work, as in the primary, public 
school leaving and high school classes, are exceptionally well qualified 
teachers, capable of giving superior service in the class room. The 
administration of school affairs is thoroughly systematized, with 
properly proportioned responsibility resting upon the Board of Con¬ 
trol, superintendent, principals, teachers, school officials, janitors and 
pupils. Efficiency has been proved in the capable manner in which 
a rapidly growing school population has been received, accommoda¬ 
tion well graded and in all respects well provided for. 
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THE CHURCHES 

We are proud of the commercial and educational institutions 
of our city, and with these the religious needs of the community 
have not been neglected. All Christian denominations are well repre¬ 
sented, to the city possesses several imposing church edifices. 
Among the denominations are Anglican, Presbyterian, Roman Catho¬ 
lic, Methodist, Christian Science, Baptist and Lutheran. 

GENERAL HOSPITAL 

This is an institution of which many cities much larger in popu¬ 
lation might well be proud. It serves a large area of country as 
well as the city, and is noted for its high standard of efficiency m 
every department. 

WATER SUPPLY 

Hardly less important than the churches, schools and hospital, 
for the welfare of the community, is a pure and adequate supply of 
water. This Medicine Hat can lay claim to. The water is taken 
from the Saskatchewan River at a point three miles above the city, 
and passes through an up-to-date system of purification before being 
used. 

BANKING INSTITUTIONS 

Branches of the following chartered banks are locatel in the city: 
Merchants, Montreal, Royal, Union, Dominion and Canadian Bank of 
Commerce.

WHOLESALE CENTRE 

Situated, as Medicine Hat is, in the centre of a large farming and 
stock raising area, the city must of necessity become the headquarters 
of numerous wholesale houses, some ten being already located here. 

STOCK RAISING 

Since the first settlement of the Great West country, stock raising 
has always been an important industry in Southern Alberta. The 
wide expanse of grassy plains, broken only by streams of pure water 
from the hill, made it a veritable paradise for the big rancher and 
his fearless cowboy riders. 

The last decade has seen large areas of this range land thrown 
open to the homesteader, and the grain grower now occupies much 
of the land on which roamed the big herds of horses and cattle. The 
grain grower is giving attention to stock raising, and it will always 
20 








continue to be a very important, if not the most important, industry 
in a country so well adapted for it. 

Meteorological records show the average temperature for the 
growing season in this belt to be the same as it is in Southern 
Montana.
